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The  1985  kingsmen  football  season  was  filled 
with  excitement,  disappointment,  injuries,  and 
last  minute  heart  aches,  but  the  season  proved  to 
the  fans  and  the  coaches  that  the  kingsmen  can 
and  will  play  with  anyone  in  the  Western  Football 
Conference  (Division  II,  NCAA).  The  kingsmen 
were  eight  points  away  from  an  eight  and  three 
season,  but  ended  up  at  six  and  five.  Head  coach 
Robert  Shoup  was  asked  what  he  thought  the 
ending  of  the  1985  season  meant  to  his  program, 
and  he  replied  "The  finish  was  quite  the  exper- 
ience when  you  can  beat  Azusa  Pacific,  the  num- 
ber three  team  in  the  nation  30-27,  and  then 
finish  off  the  season  by  beating  Cal  Poly,  the 
team  that  beat  North  Dakota  State,  who  ended 
up  winning  the  Division  II  championship."  All  in 
all  the  kingsmen  showed  great  pride  game  in  and 
game  out,  facing  all  the  odds  and  pressure  that 
was  on  the  first  team  in  Cal  Lutheran's  history  to 
play  at  this  level  of  competition.  One  of  those 
odds  was  was  the  season  ending  injuries  and  I 
asked  senior  wide  receiver  Greg  Harris  about 
that,  and  he  replied,  "It  seemed  the  more  games 
we  would  play,  the  more  players  we  would  lose  to 
injuries,  and  the  more  new  players  would  come 
in  the  games  and  shine  like  veterans." 

Todd  Leavens,  Mike  Miller,  Don  Price,  Mark 
Duffy,  Tom  Sweeney,  and  Ken  Wood  all  lead  the 
defense  during  the  year  that  spelled  guts  and 
pride.  Newcomers  Jim  Buffo  and  Denny  Black- 
burn also  contributed.  The  offense  was  lead  by 
Tom  Bonds,  Noel  Hicks,  Joe  Fuca,  Greg  Harris, 
Leo  Briones,  Darren  Gottschalk  (WFC  1st 
team),  and  the  senior  leader  on  the  line 
Brian  Parham.  Vic  Wilson,  a  senior  quar- 
terback that  had  never  played  or  seen 
regular  game  action  in  a  varsity  game 
became  an  instant  hero  by  leading  the 
kingsmen  to  give  Northridge  a  battle  up 
until  the  very  last  play  of  the  game.  "It 
was  a  good  feeling  to  be  able  to  contri- 
bute to  the  team's  success,"  Wilson  said. 
«■»  The  attitude  on  and  off  the  field  meant 

a  great  deal  to  the  program  and  its  ability 
to  over-come  large  obstacles,  like  the 
large  amount  of  injuries  sustained  during 
the  season.  The  past  season  was  just  an- 
other in  the  long  history  of  Cal  Lutheran 
that  spelled  success  and  pride  to  theor 
very  best  and  play  with  the  honor  of  the 
school  at  their  backs.  The  future  of  the 
California  Lutheran  University's  football 
program  looks  prosperous  with  the  atti- 
tudes of  winners.

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"It's  really  difficult  to  improve  upon  a  25-3  record," 
said  Regals'  volleyball  coach,  Carey  Snyder.  What  made 
it  even  more  difficult  for  the  Regals  was  the  loss  of 
three  starters  and  their  head  coach.  Snyder,  in  her  first 
year,  led  a  young  and  inexperienced  team  with  help 
from  co-captains,  senior  Becky  Wolfe  and  sophomore 
Cindie  Jorgenson.  The  return  of  setter  Shannon  Mabry 
and  defensive  specialist  Garnet  Kim,  along  with  the 
addition  of  middlehitter  Jill  Koscinski  and  freshman 
Erin  Schmidt,  aided  the  Regals.  Tanya  Wyland,  Amy 
Robbins,  Kristin  Graurock  and  Katie  Okleask  rounded 
out  the  squad. 

The  team  got  off  to  a  good  start  with  a  6-3  record 
which  included  two  victories  over  defending  NCAA 
Division  III  champion,  UC  San  Diego.  The  netters  con- 
tinued to  play  tough  even  in  their  losses.  When  playing 
against  Athletes  in  Action,  a  group  of  All-Star  players, 
the  Regals  forced  the  match  to  five  games  before  final- 
ly losing,  4-15,  6-15,  15-10,  15-12,  and  3-15. 

Always  battling  the  opponents,  the  Regals  scored 
important  victories  over  district  opponents  Point  Loma 
Nazarene  College,  the  Master's  College,  and  Southern 
California  College  in  mid-season  to  raise  their  overall 
record  to  11-6  and  their  league  record  to  4-2.  They  had 
something  to  prove  to  skeptics;  they  wanted  to  show 
that  they  could  be  a  competitive  team  as  in  past  years, 
according  to  Koscinski,  and  in  the  game  against  SCC 
they  did  it. 

"We  were  playing  at  SCC  in  front  of  a  rude  crowd.  It 
really  got  us  upset.  We  quieted  that  crowd  really 
quick!"  said  Koscinski. 

The  season  had  its  disappointments,  of  course,  and 
one  of  the  biggest  was  the  team's  poor  showing  in  the 
Occidental  Invitational  Tournament.  Going  into  compe- 
tition against  tough  schools  such  as  Colorado  College 
and  Macalester  College  (Minnesota)  without 
their  leading  hitter,  Koscinski,  the  Regal's 
outlook  was  bleak.  They  emerged  with  a  1-4 
record  to  show  for  their  determined  play. 
Yet  the  season  wasn't  over.  The  team  had 
made  it  to  the  playoffs  as  the  sixth-seeded 
team.  The  first  team  that  the  Regals  faced 
was  third-seeded  Fresno  Pacific  College, 
and  they  lost  that  confrontation  8-15  and  5- 
15.  The  team  wasn't  out  of  it  yet  as  it  is  a 
double-elimination  tournament.  The  ladies 
went  on  to  defeat  Azusa  Pacific  University 
16-14  and  15-12  before  losing  to  Fresno  once 
again,  11-15  and  7-15.  The  Regals  emerged 
from  the  tournament  with  a  sense  of  accom- 
plishment, however,  having  moved  up  from 
sixth  to  fourth  place  with  their  spirited  play. 
The  season  ended  with  the  team's  overall 
record  at  12-13  and  the  league  standing  at  4-

First-year  coach  Gary  Jensen  didn't  in- 
herit a  soccer  power  when  he  started  as 
coach  of  the  1985  Kingsmen  soccer  squad. 
He  did  inherit  a  squad  loaded  with  poten- 
tial, but  that  potential  was  at  least  a  year 
away. 

A  small,  young  squad  won  two  of  its 
final  three  matches  to  end  the  season 
with  a  5-13-2  record.  Jensen,  while 
pleased  with  the  team's  final  three 
matches,  said  the  record  could  have  been 
much  better. 

"We  played  the  good  teams  tough,  only 
to  lose  by  a  goal  or  two,"  Jensen  said.

He  was 
unsuccessful,  though,  in  his  bid  for  All-America  status  at  the 
NAIA  meet  which  had  more  than  300  runners. 

Smith,  who  ran  in  the  nationals  the  year  before  when  the 
entire  CLU  team  qualified  as  district  champs,  ran  the  best 
race  of  his  career  to  finish  in  the  top  10  at  the  district  meet.

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A  Season  Of 
Frustration 

Going  into  the  Claremont  Tournament  in 
late  November,  the  CLU  Kingsmen  Basket- 
ball team  had  no  idea  what  sort  of  season 
they  were  about  to  begin. 

The  Claremont  Tournament  consisted  of 
four  teams  (CLU,  Harvey  Mudd  College, 
Masters  College  and  Cal  State  San  Berna- 
dino)  playing  against  each  other  and  vying 
for  a  coveted  first  place.  During  the  two  day 
tourney,  the  Kingsmen  lost  to  Cal  State  San 
Bernardino  but  defeated  Masters  College 
and  placed  third  overall. 

The  next  game  against  The  University  of 
La  Verne  saw  the  beginning  and  the  end  of 
the  Kingsmen's  short-lived  winning  streak. 
The  end  of  November  resulted  in  a  sad  tur- 
nabout when  CLU  lost  against  Chapman  Col- 
lege and  continued  to  lose  for  the  next 
twelve  games. 

Most  of  the  team's  losses  were  close 
games  with  the  Kingsmen  losing  by  a  margin 
of  one  to  two  points. 

When  asked  if  there  were  any  particular 
reasons  why  the  team  had  such  a  bad  sea- 
son, senior  guard  Pat  Gibbs  replied:  "Plain 
and  simple,  we  just  didn't  play  well  enough 
to  win." 

The  team  originally  had  a  roster  of  thir- 
teen members  which  dropped  down  to  ten 
players  by  mid-season. 

The  team  did  not  qualify  for  the  play-offs 
this  year  or  place  any  individual  players  on 
All-League  or  All-District  teams. 
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This  was  the  most  successful  season  yet  for 
Running  Regals  basketball.  Coach  Norm  Chung  had 
a  good  core  of  returning  players  in  seniors  Joni 
Thompson  and  Kim  Galbreath,  juniors  Kim  Peppi, 
Kim  Shean,  and  Michelle  Richie,  and  sophomores 
Maria  Pittman,  Kathy  Cummings  and  Judy  Kill- 
pack.  Added  to  this  group  were  transfers  Barbara 
Ott  at  center,  Gloria  Phillipps  at  forward  and  Sara 
Okleasik.  Some  good  talent  was  also  found  in  Alli- 
son Dynda,  Tanya  Johnson,  Alison  Goodhue  and 
Monique  Roy,  all  freshmen. 

The  addition  of  assistant  coach  Gene  Hatton 
was  also  a  big  plus  for  the  team.  As  Shean  put  it, 
"He  added  a  lot.  Norm  could  consult  with  him  and 
get  ideas  from  him.  He  really  helped  our  defense!" 

The  season  began  slowly  with  a  loss  to  Cal  Poly 
San  Luis  Obispo,  83-66,  but  the  Regals  rebounded 
with  a  one-point  victory  over  Claremont  College 
the  next  night.  The  team  continued  its  "lose  one, 
win  one"  pattern  throughout  November  and  fin- 
ished the  month  with  a  2-3  overall  record  and  a  0-1 
league  mark. 

December  brought  seasonal  joy  to  the  school  in 
more  ways  than  usual  as  the  Regals  went  4-1  that 
month.  A  controversial  two-point  loss  to  The  Mas- 
ter's College  was  the  only  blemish  of  the  period, 
but  it  was  soon  forgotten  as  the  team  defeated 
Biola  University  at  Biola  for  the  first  time  in  the 
program's  history,  59-58.  The  month  ended  and

the  Lu  had  an  attractive  overall  mark  of  6-4,  al- 
though the  league  record  was  a  disappointing  1-2. 

Interim  may  have  been  a  break  from  the  busy 
class  schedule,  but  the  hoopsters  were  kept  busy 
as  they  played  a  good  number  of  games  in  Janu- 
ary. A  big  win  over  Occidental  College,  89-46,  got 
the  month  off  to  a  promising  start,  but  the  Regals 
were  quickly  stopped  by  Cal  Baptist  College,  Azu- 
sa  Pacific  University,  Biola  University  and  Fresno 
Pacific  in  succession.  The  latter  three  games 
were  tough  losses  —  in  each  of  them  the  margin 
of  victory  was  three  points.  In  this  losing  streak, 
the  team  saw  its  record  go  from  8-4  to  8-8  overall. 
The  team  began  to  come  back  though,  with  a  16- 
point  victory  over  Point  Loma  Nazarene  College 
and  scoring  an  upset  over  Fresno  Pacific  in  front 
of  the  home  crowd,  73-70.  The  month  ended  with 
another  loss,  this  time  to  Southern  California  Col- 
lege, 91-98. 

A  loss  to  Azusa  on  the  first  day  of  February 
leveled  the  Regal's  record  at  10-10  and  dropped 
their  league  record  to  a  dismal  3-8.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  two  more  league  losses,  one  to  St. 
Mary's  College  in  overtime  and  the  other  to  Cal 
Baptist.  Although  the  possibilities  for  the  playoffs 
looked  bleak,  the  team  still  had  three  more  league 
games  to  play.  They  defeated  the  Master's,  89-60, 
avenging  their  questionable  loss  earlier  in  the  sea- 
son. SCC  was  the  next  to  fall,  and  the  team's  win

over  Point  Loma  sent  Cal  Lu's  women's  basketball 
team  to  the  playoffs  for  the  first  time  in  the 
school's  history.  The  victory  also  gave  the  Regals 
their  sixth  league  victory,  the  most  ever  in  the 
history  of  the  program. 

Going  to  the  playoffs  was  exciting,  but  the 
team  that  the  Regals  had  to  face  was  Fresno,  with 
whom  they  had  played  some  tough  games  earlier 
in  the  season.  The  team  shot  a  poor  31%  from  the 
field  and  53%  from  the  freethrow  line.  Not  sur- 
prisingly, they  lost  68-54. 

"We  were  a  lot  closer  than  what  the  score 
showed.  We  were  right  there  all  the  way.  We  just 
had  an  off  night  shooting,"  said  forward,  Shean. 

"We  made  so  many  great  strides  this  season," 
said  Chung.  "There  were  so  many  records 
broken." 

The  two  players  who  did  most  of  the  record 
breaking  were  Phillipps,  who  broke  the  school's 
record  for  rebounds  and  was  named  to  the  All- 
NAIA  District  III  team,  and  Peppi,  who  became  the 
school's  all-time  leading  scorer  in  only  her  junior 
year. 

Thompson  expressed  her  feelings  on  the  season 
as  she  was  graduating:  "We  did  a  lot  together.  We 
were  really  open  and  sharing  and  special.  I  really 
did  feel  a  lot  of  love." 


The  men's  tennis  team  was  once  again  led  by  number 
one  player,  Clark  Wulff  from  Vermont.  Compiling  a  singles 
record  of  19-10,  with  victories  over  several  nationally- 
ranked  players,  Wulff  was  voted  the  most  valuable  player. 

Captain  Mike  Duffy  teamed  up  with  Wulff  at  number 
one  doubles  and  enjoyed  enough  success  to  be  granted  a 
national  ranking.  Captain  Duffy's  monumental  efforts  on 
and  off  the  court  provided  outrageous  leadership  for  the 
team  throughout  the  year. 

Mike  Wendling  and  James  Brunner  teamed  up  at  #2 
doubles.  Wendling  ended  up  playing  #2  singles  and  had  an 
inspiring  three-set  win  over  Westmont's  Paul  King  at  the 
district  tournament. 

Brunner,  never  having  played  competitive  tennis  before 
college,  finished  his  career  at  Cal  Lutheran  compiling  a 
winning  record  in  singles. 

Hans-Allan  Mevik,  a  recruit  from  Norway,  played  solid 
singles  at  #3  and  teamed  up  with  Willy  Torrence  at  #3 
doubles.  Jon  Raichelson,  injured  most  of  the  year,  came 
back  in  time  to  compete  at  the  district  tournament  where 
Cal  Lutheran  placed  second  to  Westmont  College  which 
finished  12th  in  the  nation.

Veteran  coach  Don  Green,  one  of  the  most  respected  track  coaches  in 
Southern  California,  brought  a  tremendous  96  consecutive  dual  meet  win- 
ning streak  into  the  1986  campaign,  including  15  straight  dual  meet  winning 
seasons. 

While  the  1986  team  was  one  of  his  better  squads,  that  streak  came  to  an 
end  at  98  when  the  Kingsmen  fell  to  UC-Santa  Barbara,  an  NCAA  Division  I 
team,  in  a  dual  at  Santa  Barbara. 

"We  competed  real  well-,  we  just  don't  have  the  horses  to  keep  up  with  a 
Division  I  school,"  Green  said  of  the  loss.  "I  know  the  kids  were  disappoint- 
ed, but  we'll  just  have  to  start  another  streak. 

More  than  a  dozen  athletes  earned  trips  to  the  NAIA  National  Track 
Meet  in  Russellville,  AK.  One  individual  and  one  relay  team  earned  All- 
America  honors. 

Lindy  Lucas  finished  fifth  in  the  grueling  Decathlon  to  earn  All-America 
honors  for  the  first  time. 

"He  had  a  super  meet — the  best  of  the  year  for  him,"  Green  said. 

And  the  400-meter  relay  team  of  Noel  Chesnut,  Bill  Tessar,  Anthony 
Hardy  and  Troy  Kuretich  finished  sixth  in  that  event  to  earn  All-America 
honors  as  well. 

"It  was  a  pretty  good  showing  at  nationals  for  us,"  Green  said.  "We  took 
quite  a  few  athletes  and  they  were  all  in  peak  condition  at  the  time,  so  that 
usually  means  you'll  do  well."
